But savings bonds, which never 
change in face value and are not 
tran sferrab le, are not considered 
p a rt of the “ bond m a rk e t.” Only 
debt certificates which can legally 
change hands, hence rise or fall in 
value, are legitim ate segm ents of 
the bond m arket.

include 
m a rk etab le governm ent securities, 
C o rp o rate bonds, state and m unici­ 
pal obligations and foreign dollar 
bonds. 
The fundam ental b aro m eters of 
interest rates throughout the coun­

are

a U. S. Note sells at a discount, 
then a sim ilar m unicipal obligation 
m u st sell at a g re a te r discount, 
a corporate bond at a still g rea ter 


discount. When you m ake a person­ 
al loan, under these conditions, the 
borrow ing costs are apt to be ex­ 
trem ely high. 
The logic of the bond m ark et 
results from the fact that the gov­ 
ern m e n t bond is a nation’s most 
secure investm ent. T h at’s because 
it is backed by all the resources 
a country possesses,

the national debt.

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HAS POLIO BEEN LICKED? 
ALTHOUGH it,is still too early to give a 
final verdict oh the results of the Salk vac­ 
cine in the fight to stop or at least lessen 
the effects of paralytic polio, encouraging 
observations continue to be made. The Na­ 
tional Foundation for Infantile Paralysis, 
for example, is proceeding on the assump­ 
tion that this vaccine will be successful and 
is planning to produce enough of the serum 
to make it possible for all of the nation’s 
47 million school children to be vaccinat­ 
ed in 1955. 
Optimism implied by this action of the 
foundation seems to be based on realities. 
Of the more than 651,000 children already 
vaccinated, only one case of paralytic polio 
has developed, and it is not certain in this 
case whether the child received the Salk 
vaccine or shots of another type. 
While the foundation is not accepting 
these preliminary findings without a grain 
of salt, it is greatly heartened by what ap­ 
pears to be the goal it has spent so many 
years and more than $22 million attempt­ 
ing to attain. 
If the present results of the test do not 
change by fall, and there is no foreseeable 
reason for them to do so, the Salk vaccine 
will be accepted as successful and one of 
homo sapien’s most crippling diseases will 
be a thing of the past. 


IN MORE THAN NAME 
PARTISANSHIP appears to be becloud­ 
ing the issue as to whether the chairman 
of the Atomic Energy Commission should 
be formally named “ principal officer’’ of 
that crucially important body. The three 
holdover appointees to the commission op­ 
pose vehemently the designation on t h e 
grounds it would destroy the “ co-equal 
status” of the five members. 
Admiral Strauss, commission chairman 
and the President’s personal consultant on 
atomic affairs, has been under f i r e on 
charges of exerting “one man rule” over 
commission affairs. 
Administrative practice in and out of 
government has long squared with the con­ 
cept of having the chairman carry t h e 
burden of responsibility. The Hoover Com­ 
mission in 1949 insisted where government 
commissions were concerned that admin­ 
istrative responsibility be vested in t h e 
top man. 
Admiral Strauss, who has wide business 
experience, endorses the commission form 
of organization, observing that “basic pol­ 
icy determinations can easily be made 
more wisely by several men than one.” but 
points to the inadvisability of trying to run 
a large business enterprise by committee.

John Foster Dulles often raises his 
speeches above the mediocrity which is so 
current these days. It would seem that, the 
speech advisers of most of our great men 
believe that the more pedestrian a public 
official, the more popular he will be. On 
the other hand, over-simplification can 
lead to such distortions as to cause confu­ 
sion by the unmodified terms used and the 
lack of full explanations. 
In all the current concentration on Com­ 
munism and anti-Commuism, one of the 
most misunderstood statements is J. Ed­ 
gar Hoover’s figure that the Communist 
Party membership is down to 25.000. The 
Director of the FBI also stated that never 
before was the situation as regards Com­ 
munists in this country so serious. 
The second part of the statement has 
gone unnoticed, but the figure 25,000 has 
been used in the McCarthy-Stevens hear­ 
ings to give the impression that the Com­ 
munist conspiracy is no longer a menace. 
Actually, the party has purged itself of 
weak and doubtful members and the es­ 
pionage groups are under other than party 
control. 
In his Caracas speech. John F o s t e r 
Dulles painted the picture with photograph­ 
ic accuracy when he said: 
“ We, here in the Americas, are not im­ 
mune from that threat of Soviet Commu­ 
nism. There is not a single country in this 
hemisphere which has not been penetrated 
by the apparatus of international Commu­ 
nism, acting under orders from Moscow. 
No one of us knows fully the extent of that 
conspiracy. From time to time small parts 
are detected and exposed.” 
Mr. Dulles went on to say that the ear­ 
liest post-war exposure was by the Cana­ 
dian Royal Commission. He might h a v e 
said that the first exposure was made in 
the United States by Dr. William Wi r t , 
the educator from Gary, Indiana, and then 
by the House Committee on Unamerican 
Activities under the chairmanship of Mar­ 
tin Dies. It was this committee which 
eventually unearthed the Whittaker Cham- 
bers-Alger Hiss situation that led to t h e 
Hiss trials and conviction that so startled 
the American people. Dulles added: 
“In the United States there has been a 
succession of exposures and judicial con­ 
victions which prove international Commu­ 
nism plots against our form of government. 
I venture to say every delegate here knows 
of similar activities within his own country 
which are being conducted from Moscow 
or way stations. 
“This Communist conspiracy is not to 
be taken lightly. . .” 
Those, therefore, who accept the as­ 
sumption that because the Communist P a r­ 
ty now only has 25,000 members it is not 
effective make a serious mistake that re­ 
quires correction. 
The menace is now even greater than in 
the 1930’s because the party is largely un­ 
derground and because it is no longer, in 
any respect, an international party in the 
sense that its constituent members have a 
voice in its management; it has become 
strictly an arm of Soviet imperialism, di­ 
rectly managed and solely controlled bv 
the Kremlin. When Jacques Duclos, t h e 
Frenchman, sends congratulations to Ho 
Chih Minh, the enemy of France, he speaks 
not as a Frenchman but as a Russian, 
serving Russian policy.

Stones in Male Gland 


8y HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
THERE are kidney stones and 
gallbladder stones, but stones 
may also form in the prostate 
gland of man. 
Usually, a m an with prostate 
stones has some form of urinary 
difficulty. He complains about 
backache, a feeling of fullness 
over the bladder, frequent u rin a ­ 
tion with burning, and even pus 
or blood in the urine. Many times 
he may have blood mixed with 
his sperm. 
Indications of Trouble 


If only a few stones are present 
in the prostate, with no other dif­ 
ficulty, there may not be any 
symptoms at all except a feeling 
of pressure. However, if a large 
num ber of stones are present, or 
a single large stone, there may­ 
be a great deal of discomfort. 
Sometimes 
one 
or 
twro 
large 
stones m ay form which entirely 
replace the prostate gland. Usu­ 
ally the gland is infected an d en ­ 
larged along with the form ation 
of stones. 


A physician can usually m ake 
a diagnosis of stones in the pros­ 
tate by an exam ination of the p a ­ 
tient. He can feel the shape and 
consistency of the gland through 
the rectum. X -ray may also help. 
Methods of T reatm ent 
Massaging an d using certain 
drugs may help to relieve the 
stones in m any cases. However, 
the pro.,tate gland often m ust be 
removed surgically. If there are 
a great m any stones, and the 
prostate is greatly enlarged, the 
gland may have to be removed by 
an outward incision. It is impor- 
tan for older males to have regu- 
quent exam inations of the 
te gland, so th a t disorders 
may be discovered early 
an d 
promptly treated.
